Yet the 
same ten years these basic fields have made tremendous ad- 
vances and there overwhelming productivity which some- 
how busy clinicians find difficult relate profitably their 
day-to-day activities. hope during this year can give atten- 
individuals and all collectively put our practice 
sounder grounding. There good reason for all the divisions 
the APA belong one organization, but often wonder 
whether clinical psychology cannot interact more profitably with 
general, physiological, comparative, experimental, and quan- 
titative psychology. would appreciate comments communica- 
tions from any members Division this issue.

Service Joint Committee with Division Chairman 
Nicholas Hobbs asked for definition the mission the 
Joint Committee for his committee’s guidance. George Kelly 
told the historical need for support psychologists public 
service. stressed the efficiency having committee reg- 
ularly functioning, rather than stand-by group which had 
hastily organized for repeated emergency and crash programs. 
There also value keeping Division membership informed 
about the status psychologists the various public services. 
Dr. Miller asked whether the role the committee was active 
passive one—should seek out issues wait until they are 
brought it? Dr. Kelly pointed out the advantages construc- 
tive moves and the availability the Committee structure. 

The possibility coordinating these divisional activities with 
BPA the APA level was suggested. was felt that the divi- 
sional committee may more effective this time because 
its knowledge people and administrative arrangements, and 
because the members have been personally effective with this 
information. Meanwhile the divisional committee could develop 
the modus operandi. 


Membership—Marshall Jones’ recommendation for more ob- 
jective evaluation applications weighting the several areas 
training and experience rating scale was referred the 
Incoming Executive Committee. voted instruct the 
Membership Committee use its discretion evaluating appli- 
cations, leaving the committee free proceed with the objective 
measure the members desire. 

recommendation Chairman Jones and Ivan Mensh, 
voted that sponsors applicants other than the Fellow 
level must Fellows the Division. This already APA 
requirement for the Fellow level. 

also asked for policy statement MC’s functioning 
Ethics Committee, authorizing one more persons 
special committee, referring applications question the 
State Associations the APA Ethics Committee. This ques- 
tion was referred the Division Secretaries’ Meeting. Here, 
instances violation the Ethical Practice Code with respect 
applications for membership were discussed, and the sugges- 


tion was made that this not membership committee function. 
Rather, any APA member bound the Code Ethics 
report violations the Code and offer substantial evidence. 


Post-Doctoral Institutes—Chairman Thelma Hunt reported 
that total students were enrolled the five courses. The 
enrollments were: six the course Brain Mechanisms and 
Motivation, Psychological Aspects Mental Retardation, 
Biological Correlates Mental Disorder, Super- 
vision with Projective Techniques, and Research and 
Method Psychopathology. Despite the Committee’s feeling 
that the recent emphases upon biological factors and approaches 
mental health might influence students choice courses, 
the biologically oriented courses were somewhat less popular 
than the other courses. evaluation questionnaire was col- 
lected from the students and being analyzed for suggestions 
which will reported later.

DR. FREDERIC LYMAN WELLS 


Modern clinical psychology springs from two great ideas; 
the one hand, the idea that mental life can measured and, 
the other hand, that can understood. You, together with 
your distinguished predecessors the McLean Hospital— 
Shepherd Ivory Franz and August Hoch—are the molders 
the clinical tradition that springs from the latter idea. 

Through your daily work with patients the McLean Hos- 
pital from 1907 1921, the Boston Psychopathic Hospital 
from 1921 1938, and since that time the Department 
Hygiene Harvard University, you set one clinical psy- 
chology’s most influential and respected standards practice. 
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was, consequence this, surprise that the American 
Psychological Association elected you charter member 
the American Board Examiners Professional Psychology 
and that your handbook informal examination procedures 
played such important part the psychological practices 
the United States’ Military Services during World War II. 
Perhaps the most powerful impact your life has been 
personal one—the unforgettable impact upon the many students 
whom you first introduced the insightful and responsible 
practice clinical psychology. You have been teacher whose 
textbook has been the patients whom you have known and under- 
stood, and whom you have introduced your students ways 
that made indelible impression human identity. Among 
clinical psychologists you are indeed one our living pioneers. 
The Division Clinical Psychology the American Psycho- 
logical Association not only indebted but grateful you. 


DR. JOHN GORDON DARLEY 


Clinical psychology profession has its growing pains. 
not easy for scholars reared the atmosphere intellectual 
freedom and alerted the scientific analysis isolated variables 
discipline themselves the role public professional respon- 
sibility for human beings distress. You have, perhaps, without 
fully realizing it, become inseparably identified with this phase 
clinical psychology’s growth. Indeed, may say so, you 
have, considerable extent, been yourself the precipitating 
cause some those symptomatic growing pains. 

Probably you are one the last persons the world who 
would care identified clinical psychologist. Perhaps 
here publicly identified with the cause clinical psy- 
chology may prove be, for you, one your own sharpest 
growing pains. And yet, not only your scholarly writings, but 
your courageous activity two psychology’s most per- 
sonally hazardous firing lines you have stood and demanded 
discipline within the profession psychology—including clin- 
ical the same time, have compelled respect 
from other overlapping professions. Your long-suffering patience 
—often most skillfully disguised—has won battles for clinical 
psychology and purchased for the precious time and experi- 
ence have needed achieve maturity profession. 

For five precarious years you served the first Secretary- 
Treasurer the American Board Examiners Professional 
Psychology. You served without remuneration any sort for 
the equivalent one two working days out every week and, 
addition, met with the Board the equivalent one working 
month each year. During this time you were repeatedly threat- 
ened personally with legal and professional retaliation. Efforts 
were made from the outside disgrace you and have you dis- 
charged from your University. Scarcely week went without 
your receiving intemperate threats and personal abuse, both 
through private correspondence and the psychological press. 
Under ironclad rule, which had been adopted protect un- 
successful candidates for the Board’s diploma, you could not 
defend yourself nor could you point causes behind the 
attacks. Yet the respect which the Board now held the 
outcome the policies wisdom and judicial integrity for 
which you were much responsible. 

More recently, Chairman the Committee Relations 
with Psychiatry you again faced crossfire, this time both from 
the profession whose service you stood and from outside 
profession which believed itself threatened psychologists. 
Through your intelligence, clarity, and persistence you won the 
respect that other profession’s representatives—so much so, 


indeed, that they were accused their colleagues siding 
with psychology. 

Recently you have served the American Psychological 
Association’s representative number trouble spots through- 
out the country and you have thrown the full weight your 
courage and professional conscience into the task helping 
clinical psychologists become responsible well powerful. 
The Division Clinical Psychology the American Psycho- 
logical Association not only indebted but grateful you.

new member the incoming Executive Committee, 
Dr. Hobbs discussed this problem further. interest group for 
members the sub-doctoral level was proposed. approved 
recommendation By-Laws change include interest 
group with the sole requirement that applicants hold APA mem- 
bership.

Florence Halpern reported the BPA Committee Rela- 
tions with the American Psychiatric Association and APA’s 
positive action for both individuals and states. APA has agreed 
support both legally and financially any state society attempt- 
ing obtain legal recognition either licensure certifica- 
tion. The state organizations may determine the best program 
fit their particular situation and then obtain Central Office help. 

was also reported that the APA Council Representatives 
has taken firm stand support private practice psychology 
throughout the nation. Central Office will provide legal and 
financial aid any ethical psychological practitioner may 
accused misconduct. APA also will attempt defeat 
amendments medical practice acts which are restrictive 
psychological practice; appoint new legislative consultant; 
step enforcement the ethical code; appoint new com- 
mittee private practice.

Proposal for 1959 APA Workshop 


Opportunities, Problems and Practices for 
Psychologists Functioning Adminstrators 


The Committee Professional Practice believes that explora- 
tion should made the degree interest the part 
APA members learning more about the field administration. 
One gauge such interest would the response one-day 
workshop offered during the 1959 APA meetings. This 
workshop would include, among other things, presentation 
research findings regarding the kinds organizational structure 
and management methods that seem result highest pro- 
ductivity and greatest job satisfaction. 

was thought that such workshop might sponsored 
jointly Divisions 12, and persons more commit 
themselves attend, shall recommend the Program Com- 
mittee that such workshop set up. less than commit 
themselves, shall take this evidence insufficient interest 
present, and drop the idea. 


The recommended plan would something like the American 
Orthopsychiatric Association workshops. The first hour and 
twenty minutes the morning (9:00 10:20) would devoted 
the presentation three invited speakers prepared mate- 
rial administration followed ten-minute coffee break. 
The remaining portion the morning (10:30 12:00) would 


utilized for group discussion about and dealing with the 
presented papers. 

the afternoon the registrants would divided into three 
work groups, each which would meet separately and led 
one the invited speakers. These groups would function for 
two hours (1:30 3:30) one more the protocols deal- 
ing with administrative problems submitted the participants. 
This session would followed brief coffee break (3:30 
3:45) and then the groups would come together for final 
general assembly (3:45 5:00) which time summary reports 
each group’s deliberations would presented and oppor- 
tunity for further discussion, sharing and conclusions would 
available. 


The purposes this proposed workshop, repeat, would 
meet the interest psychologists who desire: (1) learn 
more about the findings emerging from research organization 
and leadership; and (2) enhance their insights and skills 
practicing administrators.

Education Act 1958

two sets programs which have the goal identifying and 
encouraging able students enrolled secondary schools. 


GUIDANCE, COUNSELING AND TESTING 


the first set programs, funds are authorized assist 
state educational agencies establishing and maintaining pro- 
grams testing, guidance, and counseling. States wishing 
participate will submit plans the Commissioner 
Education, setting forth 


program testing students identify those with out- 
standing aptitudes and ability, and the means testing 
which will used; and 

program guidance and counseling (A) advise stu- 
dents courses study best suited ability, aptitudes, 
and skills, and (B) encourage outstanding students 
complete secondary education with appropriate courses 
and enter institutions higher education. 


The second set programs authorizes appropriation funds 
the Commissioner arrange, contracts with in- 
stitutions higher education, for the operation them 
short-term regular session institutes for the provision 
training improve the qualifications personnel engaged 
counseling and guidance students secondary schools, 
teachers such schools preparing engage such counseling 
and 

anticipated that these institutes will similar those 
provided the National Science Foundation for the improve- 
ment the teachers science and mathematics. Preference 
probably will given specially-designed programs rather than 
patchworks programs already existence. Plans developed 
cooperation with local schools and state departments edu- 
cation, that provide for training the identification talented 
students and the improvement the counseling these stu- 
dents, are more likely chosen. Also, the training should 
offered persons who all probability will take positions 
counseling and guidance secondary schools.

Certain aspects this research could conducted psy- 
chologists interested the teaching language, psycho- 
linguistics, and social behavior, preferably collaboration 
with language teachers and those who train language teachers. 
The Act also contains provisions for research more effective 
utilization educational media such television, radio and 


motion pictures, areas which psychologists have contributed 
significantly the past. 


POINTS DESERVING PARTICULAR ATTENTION 


Timing very important and prompt action necessary. Only 
little more than million dollars has thus far been appro- 
priated. Congress will undoubtedly review developments early 
next year. Additional appropriations that time, and the 
future, will probably influenced very significantly the 
early accomplishments under the Act. 

The success the various programs will depend upon the 
efforts specialists from several disciplines. This can period 
opportunity for psychologists implement the conviction 
many them have expressed—that they can contribute sig- 
nificantly various aspects educational programs, and that 
they will accomplish much more they collaborate with other 
specialists concerned with the same general problems. 

The most effective method for such collaboration will cer- 
tainly differ from state state. some instances may depend 
upon the initiative individual psychologists; others, upon 
actions originating departments psychology educational 
psychology; and still others, upon coordinated efforts state 
psychological associations. 

Local situations may benefit greatly from collaboration be- 
tween psychologists and educators local school State 
psychological associations may find that, offering their serv- 
ices chief school officers other senior authorities the 
school system, they can discover ways which they and their 
individual members may make significant contributions. Con- 
siderable value could come close coordination between 
counseling psychologists education departments and those 
psychology departments, leading mutually acceptable plans 
for institutes and for joint contributions the development 
state plans for testing, guidance, and counseling programs. 
the views those who are well acquainted with the Act, much 
the initial success will depend upon wise and imaginative 
actions tailored local needs.

seling?

What should the attitude APA, BPA, toward the

concern actually not with classes membership 
but with ‘the responsibility that psychologists have for meeting 
social needs for psychological services. Several mental health 
manpower studies recently completed reveal acute shortages 
clinical psychologists, well psychiatrists, social workers, 
and other mental health personnel. These studies further in- 
dicate that the shortages are not temporary. 

spite greatly augmented training programs, are 
actually falling further and further behind our efforts meet 
public demand for mental health services. seems clear that 
present and future problems will not solved simply greater 
effort along traditional lines. Intelligent solutions can emerge 
only from radical reconceptualization the problem. feel 
sure that professional people refuse find solutions the 
problem providing mental health services, aroused public, 
working through citizens groups and the Congress, will find 
solutions independently them. 
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appreciate, course, that the exclusion additional sub- 
doctoral people from the Division motivated concerns for 
high standards for clinical psychology. one can reasonably 
protest this salutary emphasis. However, concerns for pro- 
fessional standards must balanced concerns for social 
requirements, lest open ourselves the justifiable charge 
being more interested our own welfare than the welfare 
the society that has supported generously. enthusias- 
tically support any move that would increase our competence 
clinical psychologists, but cannot sure that make our- 
selves better making ourselves more exclusive. the very 
least, each move the direction exclusiveness should 
balanced move that promises better service more people. 

More specifically conviction that must find ways 
supporting and extending the efforts many who are engaged 
mental health work. Our first responsibility those in- 
dispensible people trained the sub-doctoral level psychology 
without whose aid cannot our work effectively. should 
their strongest champions, helping them achieve professional 
identity and responsibility, facilitating communication, and open- 
ing new ways which our combined resources can mean 
better service more people. should invent and support 
new patterns for the utilization sub-doctoral personnel 
other fields too, for only this level that can hope 
recruit and train enough people satisfy social demands. 
should the strongest supporters research human be- 
havior wherever undertaken (and regardless the academic 
credentials the investigator), for research holds the only sub- 
stantial promise for solution the mental health problem. 
Finally, the interest more effective mental health programs, 
must not emulate but rather help become socially more 
useful those psychiatrists who through anxious concerns for 
professional prerogatives have come near defaulting their 
professional responsibilities, 

Thus you see feel that the problem classes membership 
the Division trivial one but our handling may 
measure our professional maturity, our readiness for 
larger responsibility the mental health movement. The resolu- 
tion which introduced, and which passed, requested the Execu- 
tive Committee study the whole problem the responsibility 
the Division for sub-doctoral people working the field 
clinical psychology.
